PROGRAM GETS UNDERWAY 


The opening of EPCOT Center in October 1982 may seem like a long 
way from now, but to those working toward the development of 
programs for our newest and most ambitious project, we're already 
underway! 

One of the programs that has already begun its preliminary 
stages is the World Showcase Fellowship Program. As you know, 
the World Showcase section of EPCOT Center will be a permanent 
international exhibition ... a showcase of and to the world. It will 
provide a unique opportunity for all the nations of the world to 
communicate with each other about their culture, heritage, their 
tourism, trade, and their future. Our World Showcase Fellowship 
Program will be comprised of a selected group of young people from 
around the world who are working at World Showcase. They will 
have the chance to create a true “people to people” exchange 
between their nations. 

The main philosophy behind our World Showcase Fellowship 
Program is to create a true “family of man” spirit. To achieve this 
goal, participating students will have the opportunity to combine 
learning, living, working, recreational, travel, and cultural experi- 
ences. 

This summer we will host our first “participants” in a scaled down 
version of the World Showcase Fellowship Program. Nine Ameri- 


can Field Service (AFS) students from around the world who have 
been living in the United States for the past few months will join us at 
Walt Disney World for six weeks during the upcoming summer. They 
will have an opportunity to workin the Magic Kingdom, learn about 
the Disney-style of management and to live with cast member 
families to experience this “people to people” exchange. 

The students participating in our pilot program for the World 
Showcase Fellowship Program include Simon Kungu Mbuga, an 
18-year-old student from Kenya who has been living in Wisconsin; 
Richard Salvas, a 17-year-old Canadian resident who has spent his 
time as an AFS student in Missouri; Guisella Castillo, a 19-year-old

The 
Business Management curriculum 
offers an educational experience

World Company as a living labora- 
tory. Participating students will learn 
first-hand the Disney-style of Resort 
Management, Merchandise, Food 
and Culinary Arts, Entertainment, 
Employee Relations, Finance, and 
Marketing Management.

Major accidents are fairly rare here at Walt Disney World, 
but luckily when one did occur recently, Craig Hartman of 
Fort Wilderness Services was close by and prevented it from 
becoming a major incident. 

Craig was on duty one evening when he heard a radio 
report that a trailer at Fort Wilderness had blown up as a 
result of spontaneous combustion. Craig rushed to the site 
to see if he could help. When he arrived the injured guest 
had already been brought out of the trailer, but it was 
Craig’s quick actions in providing emergency medical pro- 
cedures that saved our guest's life. 

Craig learned all about Emergency Medical Procedures 
(EMT) while in the United States Army. Craig joined up 
six months after graduating from Cocoa High School. He 
was stationed in Germany and Georgia, working as a 
Senior Medical Specialist ... a job that taught him a lot 
about EMT. When Craig was discharged seven years later 
he worked for Herndon Ambulance as an EMT before join- 
ing our Walt disney World cast. 

After joining our cast in April of 1978, Craig worked at 
the Fort Wilderness Trading Post as a merchandise host 
and was later promoted to Lead in Fort Wilderness Services. 
He keeps his EMT current through his duties with the 
Florida National Guard where he is a Staff Sargeant in the 
medical platoon. 

Craig is currently working toward a degree at Valencia 
Community College in Fire Technology and hopes to 
eventually get into the field of Loss Prevention. 

When he’s not working or studying, Craig spends time 
with his wife and his 4-year-old daughter. His one big 
hobby is target shooting and hunting near Crystal Lake. 











Can you imagine running through a crowd of over 
10,000 people? Well, this has become “old hat” to Steve 
Lawrence, a machinist trainee in Facilities. Steve just 
completed his third straight year in the Boston Marathon 
competition. Each year anywhere from 8,000 to 10,000- 
plus compete in this annual event, although only 5,400 
actually qualify ... the rest are considered “bandits.” To 
qualify for the Boston Marathon (a run that is 26 miles, 385 
yards in length), Steve had to run a marathon prior to 
Boston in under 2 hours and 50 minutes. Steve made it, 
qualifying with a time of 2:49:48! And if you're not a 
runner ... this averages a swift 6:30 per mile! It takes a lot 
of training and hard work to make it to Boston — legiti- 
mately —so Steve ran in four marathons, making Boston his 
fifth. 

To give you a hint at just how dedicated a runner Steve is 
... he “jogs” the 13 miles from his home to work; works 
eight hours and then “jogs” back! He averages 70 miles of 
running every week, with intense training at least half of 
each year. 

Steve grew up in the Boston area, but surprisingly, 
never had any interest in the marathon, though his brother 
competed in this race in 1968. His sister, Cindy Deleon, a 
secretary in Central Foods, is also a runner. 

Steve joined our Disney cast in 1973 with our Merchan- 
dise Division. He transferred to the Facilities Trainee pro- 
gram in 1977 and will complete his training in June 1981. 
Steve is a member of our third shift cast and spends his 
evenings learning the operation of the Computerized Nu- 
merical Control Lathe and the Computerized Milling 
Machine, which reproduces multiples of parts without 
having to reset after each production. 

When Steve isn’t working or running, he practices ka- 
rate (he currently holds a green belt) or flys (he’s also a 
student pilot) or works out on the tennis courts!
